SUB J : INDONESIAN FOREIGN MINISTER' S VISIT 

1. DURING APRIL 1 TO 5 VISIT TO INDIA, ADAM MALIK HAD EXTENSIVE 
DISCUSSIONS WITH SWARAN SINGH ABOUT VIETNAM, REGIONAL COOPERA- 
TION, ALGIERS NON- ALIGNED CONFERENCE, INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF 
PEACE, AND BILATERAL ECONOMIC TIES. DELHI PRESS INTERPRETED 
JOINT COMMUNIQUE AS INDICATING INDONESIAN SUPPORT FOR INDIAN 
POSITION ON SUBCONTINENT ISSUES. 

2. ACCORDING TO INDONESIAN COUNSELOR TRENGGONO, SWARAN SINGH 
EMPHASIZED TO MALIK THAT INDIANS WANTED TO SETTLE SUBCONTINENT 
PROBLEMS BILATERALLY AND WITHOUT OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE. IMPORT 
WAS CLEAR: RENEWED EFFORT BY INDONESIANS WOULD NOT BE WELCOME. 
MALIK NOTED PAKS HAD TALKED TO HIM ABOUT POWS AND ASKED 
ABOUT STATUS OF NEGOTIATIONS. SINGH SAID HAKSAR WAS DIS- 
CUSSING VARIOUS PROPOSALS IN DACCA BUT IT WOULD BE PREMATURE 

TO REVEAL THEIR NATURE TO THIRD PARTIES. 

3. TRENGGONO SAID SINGH WAS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED ASEAN 
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DEVELOPMENTS AND POSSIBILITIES FOR BROADER ASIAN COOPERATION. 
MALIK SAID ASEAN COUNTRIES HAD TROUBLE ENOUGH COORDINATING 
THEIR OWN VIEWS AND REFERRED VAGUELY TO POSSIBILITY OF INDIA' S 
SEEKING LINK WITH GROUP SOMETIME IN FUTURE. INDIANS HAD ALSO 
PRESSED INDONESIANS TO WORK OUT SPECIFIC AGREEMENT ON 
ECONOMIC RELATIONS, TECHNICAL TRAINING AND CULTURAL EXCHANGES 
TO REPLACE EXISTING AD HOC ARRANGEMENTS. INDONESIANS, SOURED BY 
PAST EXPERIENCES WITH INDIANS, HAD AGREED ONLY TO TAKE NOTE OF 
INDIAN IDEAS.
